T o p e k a , R a n ., M arch 3.—A new alli­ 
ance m ovem ent contem plates th e for­ 
m ation of a huge live stock com bina­ 
tion, Including N ebraska, K ansas, M is­ 
souri and Iow a. F ra n k M cG rath, presi­ 
d e n t of the F arm ers’ A lliance, says 
th a t th e

su lts of

ance legislatures to pass certain bills. 
L egislation, lie says, is too slow a m eans 
for the achievem ent of th e alliance ob­ 
jects. 
Mr. M cG rath says th a t alliances 
are being form ed in every congression­ 
al d istrict and provisions are being 
m ade for building cold storage and 
g rain depots. 
T he d istric t alliances 
w ill be rnado up of sub-alliances. 
In 
th is w ay a co n stan t com m unication 
from individual m em bers of th e alliance 
is to be had. 
Fie concludes: 
“We will know how many cattle each mem 
ber of the alliance bas on hand. and he can 
hold them without selling for need of ready 
oash.

but when my arm was bared and I 
saw the young surgeon draw from Ins 
case a finely polished pair of scissors 
my flesh began to creep. 
The opera­ 
tion is really a painful one. 
The man 
of instruments took a pair of tweezers, 
and, nipping the skin of my fore arm, 
lifted it up. 
Then with Ills scissors ho 
cut it off in about three motions as de­ 
liberately as a dry goods clerk would 
cut a piece of ribbon. 
It was a neat 
job, however. Only the cuticle was re­ 
moved. 
Tho flesh was exposed, but 
not cut, and, while the veins were 
plainly discernible, very little blood 
flowed. 
Two strips of adhesive plaster 
pulled tho edges of the wound—about 
tile size of a nickel—together. My arm 
was sore for a week and the scar re­ 
mains, bat there were no other ill ef­ 
fects. 
“The piece of skin taken from my 
arm was cut into probably a dozen 
smaller pieces and applied to the burned 
places. 
It aided the healing process 
wonderfully.”—Kansas City Times.

During the winter time several cold 
waves are experienced iii America, 
Europe and Asia. 
In North America 
they usually start east of the Rocky 
mountains and flow southeast over the 
United States. 
Similar cold waves 
spread from Siberia and Russia south­ 
east over Europe, and from Thibet 
southeast over China and Japan, as 
also from the Andes eastward over tho 
plains of South America. 
Such cold 
waves are the result of an adjustment 
of the temperature in tho different 
strata of the air from tho surface of 
the ground up to a great height. 
Tho 
cold is always dry air in tho lowest 
stratum, cooled by radiation toward 
the cold ground below it and toward 
the clear sky above it until it accumu­ 
lates in deep layers in tho long winter 
nights of tho Arctic regions and then 
flows toward any region from which 
warm air is ascending. 
Cold waves are associated very close­ 
ly witli extensive areas of low barom­ 
eter (regions of warm ascending air); 
they usually occur to the west and 
northwest of a low arca and follow 
lifter it. The storm center moves in an 
easterly or 
southeasterly direction. 
These, however, arc not the severest 
kinds of cold waves, their effects last­ 
ing but a short time. 
Tile severer and 
prolonged cold waves are assaulted 
with extensive areas of very high bar­ 
ometric pressure, which make their 
first appearance in tho regions north 
from Lake Winnipeg, in Manitoba. To­ 
ward the west and of enormous extent 
they spread southeast and east. 
Tho 
further east these high areas are the 
more important is the part they exer­ 
cise in tho transmission of cold waves. 
The advance of such a cold wave usual­ 
ly does not exceed 300 miles in tho 
twenty-four hours. 
When, however, the cold wave of a 
high barometer comes in close pro­ 
pinquity with an extensive area of low 
barometer, the progress of its cold 
wave is much more rapid, averaging 
800 miles in twenty-four hours, and tho 
territory over which there will bo 2 0 
degs. fall of temperature will be over 
half a million square miles. 
The great 
advantage of knowing from twelve to 
thirty-six hours in advance that the 
temperature will fall quickly and de­ 
cidedly applies to multiplied business 
and agricultural interests, besides af­ 
fecting tho comfort and health of 
thousands of people. 
Such forecasts 
of cold waves arc now made by the 
signal service bureau with increasing 
accuracy and highly satisfactory re­ 
sults, and are much valued by the 
general public.—Iowa Bulletin.
